In a letter dated January 9# 1945# Grimm, Administration Chief 
of the Relohejugendfuehrung, on behalf of Schlraoh (Heioh Touth 
Leader) addressed the following Blatter to Frans Xaver Schwarz, 
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NSDAP Treasurer! 



An audit of the Command Office Bohemia-Mo ravia of the 
Reicha jugendfuehrung revealed that EM 15*600*46 waB spent 
in 1940 on Zoglmann's residence in Prague, of which HM 10,047*46 
was paid out of funds of the Command Office, although neither 
Grimm nor Sohwarz had approved the expenditure. Grimm is, 
therefore, debiting Zoglmann's account in the amount of 
RM 10,047o46. 

On home leave, Zoglmann visited Grimm and asserted that 
Stabsfuahrer Lauterbaoher had promised to have Zoglmann's 
residence furnished and that he, Zoglmann, had not concerned 
himself with the administrative details of the matter* neither 
Lauterbaoher nor Schirach can recall having given Zoglmann 
such a promise ; however, Sohiraoh does not wish to challenge 
Zoglmann' s statement* In fact, Schirach stated that any doubts

No further entry was made in the file to show how Sohwarz 
decided the issue. 
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There is no reoord of an editorial licensing application On 
Zoglmann' s part in the British Zone editor-publisher screening 
files (1943 “ 1949) available in the Berlin Document Center. 
According to the criteria then in force, Zoglmann, as a 
"major offender", would not have been licensed. Zoglmann 
consequently must have waited until the licensing requirement 
was dropped before attempting to publish his present weekly, 
"Ber Fortschritt" (Duesseldorf ).
